FRANCE ALARMED. 


THE WARLIKE PREPARATIONS OF GER- 
MANY ALONG THE BELGIAN FRONTIER.

A Touching Scene at the Parting of the Two 
Fmperors— Harsh Treatment of American 
Citizens by the German Authorities—An 
Irish Farmer Murdered—Gen. Bou- 
langer’s Letter—The Crops in France and 
Russia—Miss Cass’ Case Against Police- 
man Endicott—Foreign News. 


Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 
Paris, August 8.—The Conservative Temps 
notes with great concern the movements of 
German troops on the Belgian frontier. At 
Valheim the German authorities have built an 
inclosure for twenty-six transportation trains, 
each one capapable of carrying 1,500 men, 
This action, it says, corroborates their in- 
formation of the aggressive movement of 
Germany across the Belgian frontier towards 
Anvers. A special correspondent was sent 
there by a paper forthe purpose of in- 
vestigating all the stories of this inva- 
sion. He finds that the Germans are strength- 


along the Belgian frontiers, but he does not 
believe that they intend to attack Anvers un- 
der any circumstances in the movement 
against France. It could not be captured with- 
out a prolonged siege, which Germany could 
not afford. This correspondent says, how- 
ever, that there is no doubt that the Germans 
have perfected all their arrangements for an 
easy march into the valley of the Meuse. They 
are now ready fora rapid concentration of 
troops upon Malmedy and Aix-la-Chapelle. 
This same correspondent has found also that 
Germany has recently sent very large orders 
to England for commissary supplies, which 
are to be sent by way of Ostend to Strasburg, 
Metz and Cologne. They are also strengthen- 
ing the fortifications at these last mentioned 
places. Thecorrespondent conciudes his re- 
port by saying that the German public is seri- 
ously opposed to war with France, unless the 
latter power affords a pretext by some un- 
friendly act calling for retafMation.

In spite of contrary rumors, Emperor 
William seems very well. At Vienna Satur- 
day a story of his death was circulated at the 
same time that the Emperor took a bath. He 
then went for & walk and called on the Countess 


at 20’clock and remained three hours at the 
railway station so as not to disturb Emperor 
William in his afternoon nap. Emperor Francois 
Joseph and the gentlemes who accompanied 
him, wore civilian dress. Emperor William 
and his suite have adopted the same costume. 
Emperor Francis Joseph was received at the 
entrance of Bade Castle by Count Thun, Gov- 
ernor of that province. and Count Perpoucher, 
Grand Marshal of the Court, who awaited them 
atthe door of his apartments. The two sover- 
eigns embraced and Emperor William said:

Klehm Was a Spy in the Boodler Cases 
Getles Pays His Fine. 

CHICAGO, August 8.—An almost incredible 
story of how George C. Klehm, President of 
the County Board, played the part of aspy 
upon his associates throughout the boodle 
trial, is made public this morning. The gist 
ofthe story ie that Klehm, to save himself 
from the penitentiary, agreed to act as a de- 
tective for the State’s Attorney, and 
serve him with all information possible re- 
garding the plans of the boodlers and their 
lawyers during the trial. After that Klehm 
attended all meetings of the defendants and 
wasa close observer of everything said and 


done. He and the State’s Attorney met every 
— — in an out-of-the-way place and 
Grinneli received notice of every plan of 


the defense, so much so in fact that no re- 
buttal evidence could be offered by the 
boodlers. In other words, witnesses for the 
State were produced who testified on every 
point to be brought forward by the defense, 
and the latter were compelled to simply 
deny. During the examination of tales- 
men for the jury there was kept up 
a system of correspondencé right in 
the court-room between Klehm and 
Grinnell by means of almost imperceptible 
signs, by which the State's-Attorney was 
able to detect whether a person being ex- 
amined was a satte“ man or not. Klehm's 
pleading guilty was a surprise to everybody, 
and the action was caused by his belief that 
the promise of Grinnell would avail him 
nothing if the jury were to adjudge him. 
He therefore threw himself on the mercy of 
the judge. 
THE CONVICTED BOODLERS.

Arguments on the 
motion for anew trial in the cases of the 
seven boodlers sentenced to the penitentiary 
were postponed until October 15. The seven 
men had altered their purpose not to re- 
sign office, otherwise they would have been 
granted no delay. Some have already stepped 
out, and others will quit without further ado, 
so the threatened dead-lock and non-assess- 
ment of taxes is averted. Pending the argu- 
ments fora new trial the seven boodlers, 
though saved for the time being from the pen- 
itentiary, remain immured in the county jail.

IHE DROUTH. 


A FERTILE SECTION IN WHICH SPLENDID 
CROPS HAVE BEEN SCORCHED. 


Acres Where Corn Will Not Yield a Peck 
to the Acre—Wells Kun Dry and Water 
Famines Imminent—The Danger of Fire. 


OHICAGO, ni., August 8.—There is an area of 
perhaps 75,000 square miles in the Northwest 
where the dust lies heavily upon the earth. 
The district is bounded by Madison on the 
north, Bloomington on the south, Lake Michi- 
gan on the east andthe Mississippi River on 
the west. It is within the limits of these 
boundaries that vegetation has lost its normal 
color and the earth its moisture. Day 
after day the sun sends its burning rays 
upon the parched farms and fields. Leaves 
are falling from the trees, the grass in the 
meadows has grown yellow and white,and the 
streams in which the cattle used to slake their 
thirst are as dry as powderhorns. It has been 
nearly ten weeks since a soaking rain fell in 
this district. The big bull thistle—the peat of 
nearly every farm—has at last. succumbed to 
the fate of all other vegetation. The 
big weed first wilted, then turned 
black, and finally fell upon the earth. 
With not enough moisture in the ground to 


feedathistle the condition of corn and the 
tender — in the meadow may be imagined. 
In southern Wisconsin there are thousands of 
acres where corn will not yield a peck to the 
acre. The crop has been scorched and almost 
totally destroyed. The leaves of the cereal 
are yellow and brittie and droop almost to the 
ground. 
OTHER DANGERS. 

The loss of the corn crop, serious as it is, 
will not impoverish the farmers. They 
have lived inthe country since the land was 
first tilled, and have, for the most 
part, laid by enough money to carry them 
through a winter. But there are other dangers 
to be confronted. Wells have run dry, and in 
some towns water famines areimminent. The 
drinking water at hand is often polluted and 
filled with poisonous germs. Typhoid fever is 
becoming more prevalent, and dysentery and 
other stomach disturbances are so common in 
some places as to be almostepidemic. Unless 
rain falls before many days the suffering will 
be greatly augmented. he intense heat has 
been a terrific strain upon man, but its effect 
upon cattle has been simply appalling. 
Without pasturage to browse upon or pools in 
= hich to stand during the hot hours of the 
day the poor beasts have become so emaciated 
as to de wholly unmarketable, The farmers 
in the dairy districts have, in Ame instances, 
been compelled to feed and water their cows 
from their own larder. In other places, for- 
est trees have been felled and dragged to the 
pastures and the cattle turned loose to 
browse upon the leaves. Hundreds of cows 
are being killed and shipped to market for a 
mere pittance. At Winslow, III., one farmer 
bought ten head of cattle last January at $30 
— head. When he offered to sell the entire

FEED UPON THE CROPS. 

In some places tences have been run through 
cornfields and the starving cattle permitted to 
feed upon the leaves and stalks. When these 
have been eaten the fences are extended until 
the entire ficids have been eaten clean. Added 
to allthe miseries attending the great drouth 
is the constant fear of fires. The tall grass of 
the prairies is dead, the fields are ready to 
burst into flame and leaves lie in heaps in the 
forests. Aspark starts a fire and the blis- 
tering, Sahara-like wind fans the flame 
into a conflagration. Already the land 
encompassed by the boundaries has been 
blackened by wild fires. In some towns the 
peo are n called out three or four times 
a de t the flames. Destructive fires 
have been ing for many days in Kenosha, 
Racine and Walworth counties in Wisconsin. 
Thousands of acres have been swept by the 
flames, and the loss to farmers in hay, 
Krain, fencing and buildings is very 
great. Above Madison the bogs are 
burning fiercely, and the pungent 
smoke hangs over the country for 
around. The Northern Illinois fires are so 
numerous that the farmers have plowed the 
ground about their buildings in order to 
check the spread of the flames. Should the 
drouth remain unbroken much longer incal- 
culable ruin will be wrought by these fires, 
which spring upin unexpected places and in 
the most mysterious manner. 

In some parts ofthe district the drought is 
so terrible that butternuts and walnuts have 
fallen from the trees. Potatoes, when taken 
from their beds of ashes, look like crab ap- 
ples. They are wrinkled and spongy and un- 
fitforfood. There is also a great scarcity of 
milk, owing to the inability of cows to Und 
nutritous food. 


THE COERCION ACT. 


Archbishop Walsh Regards it as a Social 
and Economic Question. 


BALTIMORE, August 8.—The Sun to-day has a 
letter from its special correspondent now in 
Dublin, which includes an interview with 
Archbishop Walsh on the probable effect of 
the coercion act. The Archbishop says he 
does not regard it as a political question, but 
as one purely social and economic—one that 
concerns the domestic welfare and the happi- 


ness of every household in the land. It is 
quite certain that the literal execution of the 
act would break up, root and branch, the 
National League, and absolutely stifie any 
open demonstration of sympathy with home 
rule. It is probably quite as much on account 
of its unu.ually harsh features as for an 
other reason that the Irish Nationalists loo 
upon it as a measure that England would fully 
avail itself of as an extreme resort. 
The archbisho attaching only secondary 
importance to this act, and looking upon the 
amended law bill as removing a large portion 
of the injustice of which the farmers com- 
lain, augurs happy prospects for the future. 
le, too, thinks that in a year or two more an 
Irish parliament will again sit in the old Par- 
liament House in Dublin.

Growth of the Rage in St. Louis— When, 
Where and How to Wear It. 


There is a wild-eyed idiot nestling some- 
where in the bosom of oblivion, who inflicted 
on the rag as it emerged from the horror of 
last winter’s haberdashery the pink shirt and 
blue collar. Perchance he has met in that dim- 


lit land one that the male world 
would like to know, an apostle of 
comfort, and may be the author of 


the cool, artistic flannel shirt hobnobs with 
the epitome of the un@sthetic who preceded 
him. The pink shirt faded with the apple 
blossoms, the flannel shirt will linger till the 
russet leaves. There is no more uncomforta- 
ble garment in hot weather, than the stiff 
white'shirt though convention for years woul 

not permit a gentleman to discard it fora more 
comfortable garment. Several summers ago 
there was an innovation, the plaited 
shirt, which good dressers sanctioned; but 
its popularity was limited after all. 
Almost contemperaneous with it was the in- 
troduction of the flannel shirt, thick, rough 
and hideous. The growth of summer out-of- 
door sports, lawn tennis, bicycling, boating, 
etc., caused a demand to arise tor some- 
thing better and the present season sees the 
result. Haberdashers bung in their windows 
light, soft, delicately colored flannels at the 
beginning of summer. Men who dress for 
comfort bought them and their example led 
others in the same path untilarage arose 
that has put every man in St. Louis 
in a flannel shirt, except those who are too 
conservative or dignified to follow rages. The 
furor struck a local office and engulfed first

AN IMPORTANT CONFERENCE ON BOARD 
THE UNITED STATES FLAG-SHIP RICHMOND. 


©onsul-General Phelan and Admiral Luce 
Met Minister of Fisheries Foster and 
Capt. Scott—A Number of Knotty Points 
Discussed—Admiral Luce’s Statement— 
Canada’s Firm Stand—British War Ves- 
gels to Aid the Cruisers.

Hatirax, Nova Scotia, August 8.—Rear- 
Admiral Luce, Consul-General Phelan 
and Capt. Scott held an hour's 
conference on the United States 


war-ship Richmond, between 5:30 and 6:30 
o’clock Saturday evening. There was a dance 
on the flagship during the afternoon, at- 
tended by the elite of the city. Immediately 
after it was concluded Minister Foster and 
Admiral Scott boarded the ship. The confer- 
ence was a very animated one. The Post- 
DIsPaTOH correspondent waited upon Admiral 
Luce after it was adjourned, and asked it he 
would make a statement regarding the points 


discussed. 

„Not a word,’’ replied the Admiral; “not a 
word. The conference was purely a private 
one, but I may say that L found the minister an 
exceedingly agreeable and sociable gentieman. 
Various matters were N talked over, 
and after conferring with him should have 
regarded it as a personal misfortune to have 
come to Halifax and not seen the minister. 

‘When shown the interview with Charies 
Levi Woodbury, Congressman ney and 
Richard Spofford, recently publis , Ad- 
miral Luce said he had just received it by mail 
and had only time to glance at it. 

From what 1 gather from it, continued 
Admiral Luce, ‘‘those gentlemen, together 
with some newspapers, have totally misapre- 
hended the position Itake. lam not here to 
interpret treaties or enforce Canadian ue, 
but am acting simply asa zealous friend an 
an earnest advocate of the cause of American 
fishermen. Conceiving it to be my duty to 
learn what the local laws and police regula- 
tions of the Dominion require, to that end I 

pounded a series of questions to Capt. 
Boot, commanding the fleet of Canadian cruis- 
ers, obtained his replies thereto and circu- 
lated them among our fishermen. What our 
fishermen wan was not an interpretation 
wf the treaty. That will be done by the oon- 
tracting parties and the courts.’’ 


A FIRM STAND. 


Action of the Canadian Government—Ad- 
miral Luce’s Statement. 


Hairax, Novia Scotia, August 8.—Consider- 
able excitement prevailed here on Saturday 
over the latest seizure at Souris, which is now 
reported to be not only for an offense against 
the custom laws, but also for a violation of the 
treaty of 1815, and to be such a serious case as 
to require the immediate presence df Consul- 
General Phelan. Great interest also attaches 


to a conference which took place that day 
between the Minister of Fisheries, RKear- 
Admiral Luce, Consul-General Phelan and 

pt. Scott. The conference occurred on 
board the United States flagship Richmond, 
and lasted over an hour. It is understood that 
the circumstances connected with the recent 
seizures, the administration of Canadian cus- 
tom ulations, the rights of American fish- 
ermen in Canadian waters, the statement of 
questions by Admiral Luce, and Capt. Soott’'s 
replies thereto, and other matters, were freely 
and frankly discussed, though purely infor- 
mally. The result is that this interchange of 
views has caused such a personal understand- 
in to be arrived at as will materially 
aid in solving a number of knotty points hith- 
erto a source of annoyance and irritation, and 
to tend to simplify affairs in tho future. 
garding the cases of the Gloucester schooners 
Argonaut and French, Minister Foster declared 
it to be the intention of the Canadian author- 
ities to capture these vessels wherever they 
could und them, either inside the Canada limit 
or in the high seas outside the territorial 
waters of the United States. He argued that 
the vessels, upon the admission of their crews, 
had clearly been guilty of 

VIOLATING THE TREATY, 
and, therefore, were liabie to forfeiture, anda 
forfeited vessel 
side the territorial waters of another 
Both Admiral Luce and Consul-General Phe- 
lan strongly dissented from this view, and 
emphatical expressed their opinions that 
the United States would never permit those 
vessels outside the territorial waters of Can- 
ada. Regarding the supply of necessaries 
of life to American vessels coming 
in from the banks destitute, the minister 
explained that while no vessel would be per- 
mitted to suffer for food, it was not his inten- 
f tion to allow American vessels to fish until all 
their provisions were exhausted and then 
| play upon Canadian sympathy for a fresh 
supply. The minister said he had not received 
the details of the Souris seizure, but if the 
men were shipped outside the limit, as al- 
leged by the skipper of the Perkins, 
he thought the matter could be amica- 
ly adjusted. The gathering was mu- 
ean agreeable and will doubtless 
result in more * relations in the future 
than those whieh have hitherto prevailed. 
But while interest attached to the seizure and 
the conference, by far the greatest interest 
centered in the current report that Secretary 
of the Navy Whitney had telegraphed Admiral 
Luce to withdraw all circulars or memoranda 
of instructions that he may have authorized 
or issued to American fishermen.

HAVING LOTS OF FUN. 


THE SIAMESE TRAVELERS SIGHT-SEEING 
IN NEW YORK AND VICINITY. 


A Gay Lot of Youngsters—Consul-General 
Smith as Guide and Protector—On Liberty 
Island—A Run With the machine“ The 
Reception at the White House. 


By Telegraph to the POsT-DISPATCH. 
New Tonk, August8’.—The twenty or more 
Siamese travelers who are with us now are 
taking their outing in this country in just the 
spirit to get the most fun possible out of it. 
Their shining black eyes are very wide open, 
and the impressions received would do oredit 
to a professional instantaneous photographer. 
Among themselves these enthusiastic foreign- 
ers are the gayest youngsters out of school. | 
They chatter and joke, and the younger ones, 
especially, play tricks upon each other with 
an acuteness that would do credit to young 
America himself. They are extremely 


shy and reserved with strangers, but 
they do not let their shyness stand 
in the way of their enjoying 


themselves. They are energetic young men, 
as well as observing, and are bound to see 
everything and do everything regardless of 
the weather that time will permit. In their 
reckless pursuit of the impossible to 80 
farther they have almost exhausted the 
strength of Consul-General Smith, who is act- 
ing as their guide and protector, and out of 
whose sight they literally do not stray. Mr. 
Smith, for instance, took them to Liberty 
Island Tuesday and toiled manfully and 
cheerfully up as far as the head of the statue, 
and there saw fit to stop. Prince Deva- 
wongse, however, espied the long ladder 
that leads to the torch, and nothing would 
content the young adventurers but to 
climb those fifty roundsand see it all. Much 
as he was inclined to be obliging, Mr. Smith 
contented himself with waiting for them to 
come down. In Washington it was just the 
same. They not only explored every ordinary 
nook and corner of the Capitol proper, but 
climbed faithfully, roasting hot day as it was, 
to the uppermost point of the dome. Although 
there wasno particular climbing to be done 
there, the Smithsonian Institute in- 
terested them greatly, and it was 
almost impossible to convince them that 
THEY HAD SEEN ENOUGH. 
They were particularly taken with the differ 
ence in the classification of the exhibits her 
from any of the sort they had seen before, it 
being, as all good Americans know, not by 
country, but by class.

| WASHINGTON NEWS. 


Opening of Bids for the New Cruisers 
Gunboats. . ‘ 


WASHINGTON, D. O., August 8.—Bids were 
opened at noon to-day, inthe office of the 
Secretary of the Navy, for the construction of 
the cruisers last provided for by Congress, 
namely the Newark, No. 1, 4,000 tons displace- 
ment; cruisers Nos. 4 and 5, 4,000 tons each, 
and gunboats Nos. 8 and 4, 1,700 tons displace- 
ment each. 

The heads of several bureaus of the Navy 
Department and a number of gentiemen rep- 
resenting ship-bullding establishments, were 
present. The Secretary announced that 
bids had been made for all the vessels at 
prices well within the limits prescribed by 
Congress. The bids were of three classes; 
firstfor the hull and machinery upon the 
plans of the department; second, hull 
and machinery upon the contractors’ own 
plans; third, the hull after the plans of the 
department and machinery after the bulld- 
ers’ own plans, approved by the depart- 
ment. There was but one bid upon the 
Newark, which was by Wiliam Cramp & 
Sous, under class, one the price being $1,248,000. 


The Union Iron-works of San Francisco bid 
under class one f>r either cruisers No. 4 or§&, 
at $1,428,000. William Cramp & Sons bid upon 
cruisers Nos. 4 and 5 underclass one at $1,410, - 
each; under class two at $1,325,000 each; 
under class two with special modifications at 
$1.350.000 each, and under class three at FI, 
405,000. Wm Cramp & Saus bid for the two 

nboats at $495,000, and N. F. Palmer & Co. of 
‘ew York bid for the same at $490,000. Secre- 
tary Whitney said to an Associated Press re- 
porter after opening the bids: 

It is great relief to my mind getting this 
outofthe way. The requirements which the 
contractors assume are more exacting than in 
the case of any previous bidding. The law for 
cruisers Nos. 4 and 5 provides that the con- 
tracts for the construction of them shall 
contain provisions to the effect that the 
contractor guarantees that when com- 
leted and tested for speed, under conditions 

be prescribed by the department, the ves- 
sels shall exhibit a maximum speed of at least 
nineteen knots per hour, and for every 
quarter knot of speed so exhibited above said 
guarantee, the contractor shall receive a 
remium over and above his contract price of 

,000, and for every quarter of a knot said 
vessel fails of reaching said guarantee speed 
there shall be deducted from the contract 
price the sum of 380,000.

**Isidora is a native of Chili anda widow 
of the late Luis de Consino, a gentleman 
of French origin.

She is the owner of 
about four-fifths of the coal mines of Lota, 
asmallseaportin the southern part of 
Chili, the inhabitants of which are en- 
tirely dependent for their livelihood upon 
the mines, and besides this she has the 
eontrolling interest in the Compania Es- 
— de Carbon de Lota i Coronel. 

‘hese mines supply all vessels of the 
Pacific Steam Navigation Company with 
coal, and also all steamers plying on the 
southwest coast. 

“At Lota she has removed what was a 
handsome building and is rebuilding a 
palace to eclipse anything in South 
America. Its cost will be more than 
$2,000,000. The palace will be situated in 
the most beautiful park country, a ver- 
itable Eden, where it will be surrounded 
by the most magnificent trees and ‘plants 
that money can procure. In Santiago, 
the capital of Chili, she has a residence 
that for grandeur has few equals. It is 
situated in a garden of five acres, teeming 
with tropical plants and birds. 

‘*Her stables contain fifty or more thor- 
oughbred English racers. The madam 
was the first patroness of horse-racinpg in 
Chili. Her turnouts are equal to those of 
any princess. 

‘*Isidora cares little for money. Her in- 
come is enormous, but she manages to 
spend about as much. In 18% her brother 
died. In her bereavement she made do- 
nations to hospitals, churches, convents, 
etc., to the extent of 900,000. She was 
left $8,000,000 by him. Included in ber es- 
tate was a 22 residence on one of 
the principal streets of Santiago. The 
dwelling was builtand owned fora time 
bya former Californian, Don Enrique 
Meiggs. who had all the material and 
workmen brought from the States. 

She has three daughters. The eldest 
is 21 and the youngest is 12 years of age. 
The second is 17, and the prettiest. Isi- 
dora has much trouble with them. Re- 
cently a young lieutenant feil in love with 
the 15-year-old, and her mother saw fit to 
remove her toa convent. The others have 
since been placed where the beguilements 
of man cannot reach.’’

THE LAST SHOT. 


— 


A Reminiscence of the Closing Scenes of 
the War. 


From the Greensboro (Ga.) Herald. 

We had the pleasure of meeting Tues- 
day the man who claims to bave ordered 
the last shot fired on the Confederate side 
during the late unpleasantness. Heis Mr. 
A. B. Faircloth of Camilla, Mitchell 
County, Georgia, a gentleman as modest 
as he is brave. The incident was told us 
by Capt. D. H. Sanders, an old comrade- 
in-arms of Mr. Faircloth, and forms a 
unique feature in the unwritten history of 
the great struggle. Trifling in itself the 
incident is only interesting and valuable 
by reason of its being, so far as the actors 
in it kuow, the very last hostile act of any 
armed force of the expiring Confederacy. 

Mr. Faircloth belonged to Company C, 
Second Georgia Cavalry, first a part of 
Wharton’s rigade, afterwards with 
Wheeler’s command. This regiment was 
for some time associated with Terry’s 
famous Texas Rangers, whose exploits 
are among the most highly prized tradi- 
tions of the war. The intimacy that grew 
up between these two commands was very 
close and tender, and remained unbroken 
to the end. A ‘‘Ranger’’ would succor a 
Second Georgia Cavairyman in distress as 
quick as his own brother. They fought 
together, bivouacked together, and to- 
ig went on Many a wild adventurous 
raid. 

But to the incident. Lee had surrender- 
ed. Johnston had surrendered. Only 
Kirby Smith remained at the head of 
armed resistance. The Confederacy was 
in its death throes. Wheeler determined 
not to surrender his men, but to force his 
way across the country to join Smith west 
of the Mississippi. o this end he pro- 
cured the removal of his command from 
Jobnston’s army, and started upon one of 
the most hazardous retreats in the annals 
of war. While everywhere Confederate 
troops were grounding their arms, taking 
the oath of allegiance to the United States 
Government and returning to their homes, 
this little band under their gallant leader 
refused to lower the ‘‘stars and bars.’’ 

Wheeler’s bold movement was kept a 
profound secret, known only to his own 
men and Gen. Johnston. All thought 
that the war was over. The Federals came 
freely into the lines of their late foes, and 
there was a general intermingling of the 
‘blue and gray.” It fell to the lot of 
Company C to guard Wheeler’s rear. A 
barrel of brandy was discovered just in- 
side the reserve picket line, and these old 
veterans, with true ne gga instinct, soon 
tapped it and were fast getting into a hi- 
larious condition. The Lieutenant in 
command of the > guards was in 
a short time unable to distinguish a Con- 
federate from a ‘‘Yank,” and was re- 
lieved by Mr. Faircloth, the Orderly Ser- 
geant. The aroma of that brandy was 
wafted to the olfactories of the Union 
soldiers, and soon a troop of cavalry was 
seen coming at a headlong charge upon 
that barrel. Sergeant Faircloth obeyed 
the orders of his chief, and the dashing 
squadron was received with avolley from 
their picket line. They were dumfounded, 
and without returning the fire showed a 
white oe The Sergeant advanced to 
parley with the bearer of the flag of 
truce. “What the deuce did you fire for? 
Don’t you know the war is over?” This was 
jerked out by the spokesman on the other 
side. ‘‘Il obeyed orders,” calmly replied 
the Sergeant. No troops can pass my 
line.” But, man, Johnston has sur- 
rendered. and the war is over. Come, let 
us pass, we want to taste that brandy over 
there.“ “I must carry out my orders,” 
stoutly maintained Sergt. Faircloth, and 
if your men advance an will be fired 
upon. But.” he added, I am expecting 
orders calling in my men every minute, 
and if you will wait, perhaps you may 
yet get a drop of the brandy.“ 

Strange to say the troop waited, and the 
order came. Then there was a grand rush 
for the barrel—when ‘‘Johnny Reb“ and 
‘*‘Yank’’ got on a drunk together. 

This was the last shot fired in the late 
war, and the incident, now published for 
the first time, will be read with interest 
by those who participated in the novel 
scéne, as well as the general public. 

To complete the story it only remains to 
tell that, acting under the advice of 
Johnston, Wheeler gaveover his daring 
attempt, and turning over his men to the 
brigade, regimental and company com- 
manders, to act as they saw fit, gathered 
about him afew bold spirits and started 
to jointhe head of the Confederacy in 
his effort to escape his pursuers.

The use by these 
officials of their positions to compass their 
selection as delegates to political conventions 
is indesent and unfair, and proper regard for 
the proprieties and requirements of official 
place will also prevent their assuming the act- 
ive conduct of political campaigns. 

For far less open and offensive violations 
of this order Mr. CLEVELAND has warned 
office-holders to their faces that they 
would be “flipped out.’ A Republican 
District-Attorney in Pennsylvania was 
‘*flipped out’’ for making campaign 
speeches. District-Attorney BENTON of 
Missouri was suspended on the charge of 
having spoken against civil-service re- 
form. A Cincinnati Pension Examiner 
was “flipped out“ a few weeks ago for 
speaking disrespectfully of the President. 
But Hiooms not only speaks disrespect- 
fully, but defiantly flaunts his contempt 
of both the President and civil-service 
reform. 

Mr. CLEVELAND 5 strongest point before 
the people is a popular impression that he 
is a man of his word, firm and fearless 
enough to offend, not only political bosses 
but even public opinion in adhering to his 
convictions and pledges.

charles Williams, the Famous English War 
Correspondent, on a Lecture Tour. 

By Telegraph to the Post-DIsPaTCH. 

New YORE, August 8.—Charles Williams, the 
London Daily Chronicle’s famous war corre- 
spondent, was a passenger on the Hamburg 
Line steamer which arrived Saturday. Mr. 
Williams comes to this country to lecture. 
His subject will be ‘‘Scenes From Six Cam- 
paigns.’’ He brings with him the results of 
his experiences and observations as special 
correspondent on several London newspapers, 
which he will endeavor to place before the 
American public in an attractive and in- 
structive way. He will use seventy-seven lime- 
light photographs of celebrated men and 
places, most ot which have never been pub- 
licly exhibited before. He will speak of the 
Franco-German war, the Russo-Turkish 
campaign, the defense of Constantinople, the 
Oandabar campaign, the campaign of the Nile, 
and the Servo-Bulgarian war. The Post-DIs- 
PATCH correspondent saw Mr. Williams at his 
hotel yesterday. He isa tall, well-built and 
well-preserved man of 49. He has silvery 
gray hair, playful blue eyes, anda fresh, sun- 
browned complexion, the result of his long 
years of service on the remote frontiers of 
is dead and 
Archibald Forbes is married and retired, 
Williams is the first specialamong the En- 
glish war correspondents. He is a fluent 
talker, a graphic writer and besides is 

IN LOVE WITH HIS PROFESSION 
and hissubject. The reporter learned from 
Mr. Williams that this was his only visit to 
America since he was a young man, when he 
was a member of a filibustering expedition in 
Nicaragua. He became the special corre- 
spondent of the London Standard in 1859, and 
was senior ‘‘special’’ on that paper until 
January 1, 1870, when he became the editor of 
the Evening Standard. Two years later he 
was back again in his old position. He was 
one of the first two correspondents in Stras- 
burg after the fall of that city in 1870. Seven 
years later he went to Armenia as cor- 


respondent on the staff of Ghazi 
Moukbtar Pacha, and published an 
account of his experience entitled, 


„The Armenian Campaign. He also served 
as special correspondent at the defense by 
Moukhtar Pacha of the lines of Constantinople 
and was with the headquarters of Gen. Skobe- 
loff when the treaty of San Stefano wus signed. 
In November, 1879, he went t Afgbanistan 
and visited Candahar, and later wrote Some 
Notes on Frontier Transportation in India,’’ 
the suggestions in which have since been 
adopte by the home Government. Mr. Will- 
jams was in the Soudan expedition, and his 
criticism of Sir Charies Wilson's management 
of the expedition in relief of Gen. Gordon at- 
tracted wide attention. Mr. Williams gives 
three reasons for 
GORDON'S BETRAYAL AT KHARTOUM. 

He blames Gordon himself in the first place; 
inthe second place he blames Gladstone for 
delaying the relief expedition from July until 
September, and finaily lays the blame on Sir 
Charies Wilson, the commander ofthe expe- 
dition. Wilson, said Mr. Williams yester- 
day, ‘‘wasaman of splendid courage, as was 
frequently shown. He had, however, done no 
military work except as a lieutenant, and had 
no capacity for prompt military decision and 
energy. In spite of Wolseley’s explicit orders 
he duwdled away almost three days. If he had 
started July 21, he would not have been de- 
layed by getting stuck on a sandbank, the 
river at the time anew yA getting lower. 
He would then have reached Khartoum on the 
night of July 24, or the morning of July 25. 
Gordon was killed on the morning of July 26, 
Wilson, by his own statements, lost sixty- 
seven hours, and even if he had been fifty 
hours behind, be would have saved Gordon. 

Mr. Williams said that Farag Pacha wus the 
man who opened the gates of Khartoum to 
the enemy, and that if he could be caught he 
would be executed forthwith. Skobeloff, the

the correspondent, and his pictures of them 
will interest all Americans. The Sultan, he 
says, is a timid, unprogressive man. he 
young blood in Turkey is looking forward to 
the time when Sala-Ud-Dien, the Sultan’s 
youngest brother, will be Sultan.

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A VICTIM OF SHARPERBS. 


A Wealthy Young Man Arrested on a 
Trumped Up Charge.

New YORK, August 8.—A barouche drawn by 
two spirited horses stopped in front of police 
headquarters Saturday night and a fashiona- 
bly dressed woman about45 years old alight- 
ed. She asked to be shown into the Detective 
Bureau. She appeared to be greatly agitated, 
and intimated that her business was of the 
greatest importance. Detective Sergeant 
Frinck, who was in command of the bureau, 


received ber, and she atonce begged him to 
permit her to see her son, who was locked up 
in one of the cells down-stairs. The sergeant 
assured hershe must be mistaken, when she 
showed bim the following dispatch which she 
had received an bour before: 

**‘DEAR MAMMA:-Come to lice headquarters. 
Lam restrained of my liberty and am in troabie. 7 


AN! 
The lady explained that her name was Annie 
Verdell, and that ‘‘Manny’’ was her son, 
Emanuel Kohnstamm, by her former husband. 
She boarded with Mrs. Sarah Selxas, at No. 
35 Perry street, while herson livesin Brook- 
lyn. Sergeant Frinck said the young man 
might be in the Tombs and thither she went. 
Afew minutes later she returned, however, 
having been unsuccessful. The wires were 
then put in operation between the Central 
office and police headquarters in Brooklyn. 
Aftera whileit was ascertained that Fa 
Kohnstamm was a prisoner at Gravesend, L. I 
and that Brooklyn headquarters was meant 
in his dispatch to his mother. The young man 
is the son of the head of the firm of Helman, 
Kohnstamm & Co., paint merchants, at 126 
Chambers street. His father died some years 
ago, leaving a vast estate, 
RUNNING INTO THE MILLIONS. 
When Emanuel reaches his Alst year, some 
time this fall, this fortune will be divided 
a mon four children, of whom the youth Is 
the youngest. The mother at once started for 
Gravesend accompanied by her husband, 
Emauel’s step-father. They ascertained that 
the young man was locked up on the charge of 
embezziement preferred on Friday evening 
by astranger giving his name as John Dunn. 
Kohnstamm is fond of sporting and is a reg- 


ular attendant at the races. Fri- 
day afternoon he was at the 
races at Brighton, accompanied by two young 


men of his acquaintance. They ail had pretty 
fair luck until the next-to the last race, when 
they lost heayily. Before the last race some 
friend of the party advised them to be heavily 


on Sabaltern, and Kohnstamm par- 
ticularly was told to place 
on the horse. He did not do so. Subaltern 


won and paid heavily in the pools, and the 
trio started away from the track disgusted at 
the opportunity they missed. They had not 
left the inclosure, however, before u stranger 
accosted tnem and asked Kohnstamm what 
he done with the boodle he had gotten on the 
$30 he gave him to invest on the last race. 

Puzzied at the demand the young man said: 
‘*You did not give me any money to invest, 
and, besides, Iam not a scalper.’’ 

ARRESTED. 

The stranger then called up a colored man, 
who said that Kohnstamm was the man to 
whom the stranger had given the money. 
Notwithstanding all remonstrauces the 
stranger hailed an officer and young Kobn- 
stamm was taken to Gravesend and locked up 
in jail. He remains there still. His step- 
father, who is very wealthy, desired to §° the 
young man’s bail and have him released, but 
as he was a non-resident and had no property 
in Queens County, the justice refused to ac- 
cept him as bondsman. Ihe jailor, however, 
was induced to see that his young millionaire 
prisoner was comfortbly situated. This morn- 
ing his uncle, Emil V. Kohnstamm, another 
member of the firm who is also a great proper- 
ty owner in this city and on Long Island, will 
be present when his nephew is arraigned 
and secure his release. Young Kohnstamm 
has a good education, having finished a colle- 
giate course abroad. He is expected to marry 
a highly accomplished and weaithy young 
lady of Brooklyn soon after he becomes of age. 
His mother believes that the case is a black 
mailing scheme on the part of sharpers who 
are aware of the prospects of the young man 
in the near future, thinking that rather than 
let his arrest and ee gag — be made pub- 
lic, they ceuld bleed his family ? ob ing 
hush money. The estate of the Kohnstamms 
includes property in Leonard, Centre, Pearl, 
Worth and Bedford streets, Maiden Lane and 
the large building at No. 754 Broadway, and is 
estimated at over $3,000,000.
